1500 dooden, 800 


gevangenen en vele gekwetsten, waarna net o 
verschot naar Frankiyk vluglte ; aan onze zyde 
hebben wy aan doeden en gekwetsten 800 man 
"erlnren. 
Het Spaansche gouvernement heeft 
eene geldlening gedaan van vyftien miilioenen 
pattieiijes van de Fransche kapitalisten, van de- 
ze som zyn tien miilioenen bestemd ter uitrus- 
ting van ooriogs vaartuigen.

preme Being would nat inflict punishment for 
the disobedience of his law, if he had not pre 
viously oommuoicated it. 
No law can be vio- 


lated which has not pre existed and been divul- 
ged. 
With regard to the description of offences 


against the laws of nations embraced in this re- 
solution, Mr. VV. said we had gone farther in 
our provisions io prevent and punish them than 
any other nation in the world. 
We feel as 


much indignation at them as any other people 
on earth, and we have gone as far to »hew it.— 
Tbc presumption, Mr. W. said, was lhat the 
executive had done its duly in this matter , and 
the boose could find employment enough in the 
discharge ofits duty, without calling on the ex- 
ecutive te ask him whether he bas dene his du- 
ly. 
The presumption was, that the executive 


had done its duly, and the house had no right, 
without information to that effect, to suppose 
otherwise. 


Mr. Rhea thought that this resolution went 


tipen a strange principle. 
It presumed in the 


first place lhat a certain fact had occurred : it 
then presumed that the president knew uf that 
fact ; and it further presumed that measure bad 
not been adopted to punish the persons guilty of 
the presumed offence.

A SUFFERER BY PIRATES. 


P. S.—The brig Vittoris, of London, a cap- 
tured vessel, lays witb impunity inside of the 
of the Coloradon, a* a slare ship for upwards of 
six weeks. 
Tbe coffee of this brig and other 
vettelt having been offered in vain, deliverable 
at sea, the whole new finds its way io the port 
of Havanna, where il is deposited, taken out of 
the hogsheads, and in bags isintroduced into the 
city ia launches in open day, and sold al 20 dol- 
lars. 


An information having been lodged against a 
parte!'ibis coffee, proceedings were instituted 
by an alcade, when a person of the name of B»r 
fado came forward, and swore tbat the coffee 
was his, that he bought it from one Beraal, a 
respectable physician, who swore in hit turn, 
that he had it from Monies de Oca, a retpec- 
table surgeon, and this last swore lhat it grew 
upon his estate, a place which never has pro 
duced fifty quintal» of coffee to this day. It is 
thus that in Havanna justice is evaded. 


A letter has been received io Charleston, of a 


recent date, from Havana, containing informa- 
tion, which may be of importance to Insurance 
Officer», and individual Underwriter* in tbe 
United States. 
It asserts, that a plan had been 


entered into by certain individuals, of doubtful 
character, in lhat city, the object of whicb was 
to charter an American vessel for tome port in 
ihn country ; that she was tv lake oo board iwo 
or three hundred bags of coffee, and some few 
other articles, and then obtain a clearance from 
the customhouse for double or treble the a 
mount of cargo on baard—after this was dene, 
a few boxes, of convenient size, filled with old 
lead, double headed shot, and other valuable 
metals, were to be (hipped on board as specie 
dollars—bills of lading were then to be signed, 
sealed, and forwarded in triplicate for inauiance 
on an imaginary amount, lo suit the avariciuu» 
views ot these vile robbers—a coasting vessel is 
then hired with a competent crew, to follow the 
vessel out to sea, and to plunder ber of every 
thing! 
The consequence is, the vessel eithet 


puis into some port in distreas, or ariive» al 
thai of her deslioalioD, robbed by pirates of all 


her cargo, specie and all 1 ! 
The sailors are 


ignorant of every thing ; they all affirm that tJJ 
vessel was attacked and robbed at sea, on tha 
coast of Cuba, by a pirate—the agent for tha 
shippers, who effects ihe ensurance, it equally 
ignorant of the deception. 
What then follow»» 
Why, the unsuspecting endcrwiiter, confiding 
in Ihe honesly of the Havana merchant, i» cruel» 
ly obliged to answer his bood ; the plot, in all 
its parts, i» executed to the full desire of tba 
wretches who conceived it, and they c.cape with 
impuniiy exulting in their unlawful gain*.-. 
There i» but too much reason to believe that 
the above 
ia a plain matter of fact—let those 
who are interested io the different ports of the 
uoion look to ii. 


Gallant affair.— The Royal Gazette andBa- 


hama Adveniser, of the 12>h October, contain* 
ihe following particulars of a gallant affair be- 
twixt a sloop belonging to lhat place, and a pi- 
ratical schooner, which the former succeedtd 
in capturing :— 
" On ihe night of ihe l«t inst. at half past 8, 
the sloop Eliza was lying at anchor in La Gaa- 
haya, where a schooner brought up at a short 
distance, and without hailing, fired two shot at 
her— the «loop without loss of lime, opened a 
heavy fire from her only gun, a 12 pounder car- 
ronade loadtd with round and grape shut, sup 
pori*d 
by musketry ; and after six ronndt the 
«laughter on the schooner's deck must have been 
vety great, as the cries of the wounded were hi- 
deous. 
The felucca now bore down between 
the scbuooer and the Eliza, with the evident 
intention of running along side and boarding, 
but tbe sloop averted their intention and run- 
ning under her bow, boarded in an instant-, the 
defence of the pirates was desperate,—the cipt 
and nine men were killed, and the remaining 
part of her crew, wilh the exception of four 
men, 
two of whom 
were severely wounded, 
jumpedover board. 
She appeared to have been 


fully prepared for action. 
Shot were beating 


and the men armed with cutlasses, and a long 
knife in the left h«nd ;part of our boarders were 
equipped with a cutlass, while others with fixed 
bayonet peaied in their fire the moment ibey 
had boarded. So gallant an attack could not be 
performed without a sever* los» en her side, and 
it is deeply t0 be lamented that two teamen 
were killed, and Mr. ISouise and six seamen se- 
verely wounded: Mr. N. throngh the arm by a 
iron bali fff ma mo gui loon.

In return for ihtir su''-' 
cbandise, the party have brought back specie 
and some hundred mules.

these animal* were lost by falling into a herd of 
Buffaloe. 


While at Sant» Fé, a number of the party 


went out wilh the Spaaiard* on an expedition, 
against ihe Caroanche Indians, and a son of en- 
loncl Cooper was killed in the battle tvl.iuh en- 
sued.
